OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To rae Cirizens or Tur Town or PLAINFIELD: 

I respectfully submit for your consideration the following 
few suggestions and report of your schools for the past year. 
Some teachers we haye had in town for the past year have been 
all we could desire as regards their qualifications and govern- 
ment of the schools. Others have evinced a woeful ignorance of 
their duties as well as of their qualifications of the common 
English branches. This has been acknowledged by all past 
committees. A few reasons given may suffice to satisfy you why 
itis so. Prudential committees too often seek to hire a teacher 
for an amount of money far below the market value of the ser- 
vices of competent teachers, thereby opening a field to those 
who have had but little if any experience or even qualifications 
as teachers. Another reason, inmany of our schools the schol- 
ars are young and few in numbers, consequently but little talent 
required, and the teacher must be paid accéordingly. There- 
fore, cheap labor for low wages. Again, the existing method 
of management under two separate set of officers, prudential 
and superintending committee, divide the responsibility of duty 
and shirks failure upon each office. Great care should be exer- 
cised in the selection of teachers, for teaching is as much a 
profession as any other vocation. Then why not the necessary 
qualifications? A few only make teaching their business; with 
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most it is only a temporary employment. It may be urged that 
the school committee possesses the requisite authority to protect 
our schools from the inroads of incompetent teachers. The 
law may indeed be sufficient, but a committee might well hesi- 
tate to hazard his, efficiency for good (if indeed he have any) 
by attempting to effect a revolution by which so many would be 
affected. For sometime past your committee has been per- 
suaded that if the examination of those who propose to teach 
be conducted by requiring the applicant to write out the answers 
in full, of a series of written or printed questions, and a certain 
per cent. to be correctly answered, it would raise the standard 
of qualification of teachers. Acting upon such convictions we 
adopted the plan as far as practicable, and found several una- 
_ ble to reach seventy per cent. Certificates were refused such, 
and of course some unpleasantness would be caused. Some 
desiring to try again succeeded a little better the second time, 
still I am convinced my first decision was the best, and should 
have been final. I would urge that a higher per cent. be re- 
quired, and it ought to be dictinctly understood that the exa mi- 
nation of teachers in the town of Piainfield will be no farce. 
We do not assert that all who pass an examination in book 
knowledge are endowed with character, dignity, authority, judg- 
ment, kindness or experience in the exact proportion which be- 
long to the good teacher, but believe it to be the safest possible 
index. 


We would call your attention to one other important con- 
sideration which is agitating the minds of the educators of our 
state, viz.: a school law doing away with our present district 
system and equalizing the expense and facilities of our schools. 
A reform is called for, and let us meet it like men who value 
the advantages of a good education. We present this subject 
not because we do or do not think the law immediately practi- 
cal in our town, but it is emphatically proper to be understood 
and considered. The older portion of our citizens can remem- — 
ber when it was necessary to locate’ school-houses nearly every- 
where we now find them, and that these houses were filled to 
overflowing with scholars, from the small child to the young 
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men and women. But times have changed; districts have be- 
come nearly depopulated; in many cases nothing remains but 
old cellars or decaying buildings to tell the stranger or the 
youth of the present that once a flourishing farm-house stood 
there which was the home of many children. 


Instead of twenty-five, fifty or more scholars attending 
there, we now find three, four, and in but a few instances ten. 
This, of course, applies more to our rural districts, but a notice- 
able decimation is seen in our village schools. 


Since I have been connected with your schools there has 
been a falling-off of about twenty per cent. There is no pros- 
pect of our small schools ever increasing from local population. 
These are stubborn facts. Now, in the language of the good wo- 
man of Revolutionary times, who, when the British were march- 
ing to Lexington, called out to her boy: ‘‘Jonathan, get up, 
the red coats are coming! something must be done,” we say 
something must be done. 


There was a great deficiency in books among the scholars, 
and to meet these wants I have endeavored to furnish them at 
the lowest rates. This is an extra responsibility for a commit- 
tee. The books introduced are Harper’s Geographies and Swin- 
ton’s Grammars; have approved of Meservey’s Book-keeping 
and Brown’s Physiology, the latter study, by an act of the last 
legislature, is to be taught in all schools practicable, and teach- 
ers are to be qualified therein. 


Our teachers, it is fair to say, have nearly all worked faith- 
fully. The failing of which I have most reason to complain is 
the order. It is a fact that this important element is neglected. 
Our scholars are forming habits of negligence, discontent and a 
shirking of their work. ‘The remedy lies in the co-operation of 
parents and teachers. If all scholars are made to understand 
at home that they are to attend school regularly and punctually, 
that the rules of school are for them to obey, and the teacher 
should see to it that they are obeyed (which could be done 
without the old method of flogging), we Saleen should see ad- 
vancement in our schools. 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Two terms. The summer term of eight weeks was under 
the charge of Miss Mary E. Daniels, who, no doubt, desired to 
do well, but, wanting in many of the qualifications of a teacher, 
she labored under a disadvantage. <A little more energy would 
have helped wonderfully ; still, on the part of some of the schol- 
ars, an advancement in the studies was noticeable. Number of 
scholars, 7; wages, $8. 

A fall term of 13 weeks was under the instruction of Miss 
Lizzie M. Freeman. ‘There was a marked improvement in the 
recitations of the scholars at the time of my visit. Not being 
able to visit it at its close, I am constrained to report a pleas- 
ant and profitable term of school. Miss Freeman’s qualifications 
are first-class. Number of scholars, 8 ; wages, $16. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Summer term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Hattie B. 
Barr, a teacher of experience and well known in town, having 
taught in eight of its districts. Good advancement in the stud-. 
ies was observed. Number of scholars, 11; wages, $12. 

Winter term of 12 weeks was kept by Miss Jennie A. Sin- 
clair. Her labors as a teacher were acknowledged satisfactory by 
many in the district. There appeared a united effort among all 
departments—teacher, scholars and parents. We should have 
expected greater results if the order had been better—a failing 
too often found in many of our teachers. Number of scholars, 
18 ; wages, $16. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 

Had the advantage of the instruction of Miss Ida M. 
Williams who possesses many qualities so desirable in a teacher. 
The order, deportment and advancement of the school for the 
two terms of 24 weeks reflect the greatest credit upon her. 
Scholars and parents seemed to second her efforts, resulting in 
a pleasant, and profitable school. . Number of scholars, 14; 
wages, $18. 

DISTRICT NO. 4. . 


Summer and fall term of 15 weeks were taught by Miss 
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Julia A. Whitaker. The school was a profitable one.™: The 
scholars were interested in their studies, good order prevailed 
and good results were obtained. The examinations were made 
very interesting, quite a number studying some of the higher 
branches. ‘The scholarship ranks the highest in town. It was 
very noticeable that Miss Whitaker gave her undivided attention 
to the school and gained the good will of parents and scholars. 
Number of scholars, 37; wages, $21. ! 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Loyal Barton, of Gran- 
tham, who entered upon his duties with good intentions, but 
failing to get the hearty co-operation of all many little failings, 
perhaps, were wrought into objectionable features. Some 
scholars were withdrawn from school by the parents, they feel- 
ing this their wisest course. ‘The order of the school seemed 
very good, fair improvement in their studies was shown. _ Bet- 
ter results of vourse would have been obtained had all been 
pleasant. We do not desire to throw the blame upon any par- 
ticular party. A combination of circumstances did it. Num- 
ber of scholars, 34; wages, $26. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Miss Nellie Frost taught the summer term of 8 weeks, giv- 
ing good satisfaction. _ The school did a good work. The 
teacher possesses fine scholarly qualifications and by her man- 
agement of this school places her among our most desirable 
teachers. Number of scholars, 9; wages, $9. 

Mrs. Mary M. Brocklebanks spent 10 weeks (winter term) 
trying to do hér duty as a teacher both in morality and in books. 
Although falling short of what she most honestly desired, her 
efforts will not be in vain. Mrs. B. is a teacher of good qual- 
ifications and has taught 16 terms of school previous to this, 
being conclusive evidence that if this school failed of a success 
the cause was not with the teacher. Number of scholars, 18 : 
wages, $16. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Both terms of 7 and 12 weeks, respectively, were taught 
by Miss Lizzie E. Peterson. Although this was her first ex- 
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perience in teaching, her qualifications were somewhat doubt-. 
ful. The school was well organized and very fair progress 
made. There appeared to be a united purpose on the part of 
parents, teacher and scholars, which is ever sure to bring satis- 
factory results. We find here some bright and active minds: 
give such a chance to cultivate them, and you give them a 
chance to a fortune. Number of scholars, 15; wages, $8, $10. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The summer term of 7 weeks was taught by Miss Alma 
Wood who brought to her work qualifications and ability ex- 
celled only by a few. The order was good. Firm and mild in 
her manner of discipline she won the respect of ber scholars. 
They, in turn, made good progress in all the exercises. Num- 
ber of scholars, 26; wages, $15. 

Mr. Brackett, a Dartmouth student, taught 5 weeks of the 
winter term but sickness prevented him from finishing it. Mr. 
Brackett possessed superior qualifications. The school was 
well organized and thorough instruction given. Although this 
was his first attempt, he evinced an unquestionable ability for 
teaching. The term was finished by Miss Wood who went to 
work with her former energy, and the closing examination 
places her school No. 1 in town in the general deportment, 
order and the interest in the lessons. Quite a number of the 
citizens were present and seemed to second the proposition that 
the teacher must not go to the White Mountains next season, 
her services would be required nearer home. Number of 
scholars, 35; wages, $20. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Ten weeks of the summer term was taught by Miss Flora 
E. Richardson, of Cornish. Number of scholars sixteen, four- 
teen claiming their names on the roll of honor, which speaks 
well for their interest in the school. Miss R’s qualifications 
were somewhat exceptionable, but by her fidelity and a desire 
to succeed her labors were rewarded by the respect and love of 
her pupils. Wages, $18. Miss Hattie B. Burr completed her 
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fifth or sixth term of this school—like her former terms, models 
of kindness and faithfulness, qualities which signalize her labors 
in teaching. While I can speak approvingly of the attendance 
and interest manifested among the scholars to learn, I cannot 
do so of order. ‘There appears to have been a want of this 
necessary quality in the school for some few terms past, and to 
bring it to a good orderly school will require a teacher of known 
ability to preserve order and harmony. Number of scholars, 
24; wages, 20, 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Number of terms, 3; number of weeks, 34. The summer 
and fall terms were taught by Miss Susie B. Bliss, who is one 
among the favored few whose calling as a teacher is perceptable 
by the management of her school, possessing good qualifica- 
tions and the faculty of imparting knowledge to her pupils in a 
clear and practical manner. Teacher and scholars worked to- 
gether in harmony, and general satisfaction was given to the 
district. A very good record of attendance is shown for this 
school. A thorough and careful work was done as the closing 
examination proved. Number of scholars, 26; wages, $21. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Ora C. Davis, whose 
past experience as a successful teacher is too well known for 
comment. Still itis Mr. D’s just due to notice that he left noth- 
ing undone which could possibly add to the interest of. his 
school. The scholars showed a thorough drill. The examination 
was good, and made more interesting by the recitations of the 
different classes, being given in a clear and distinct manner and 
merits much praise for both teacher and scholars. Number of 
scholars, 29; wages, $334. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


A summer term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Mary A. 
Freeman, and a fall term of nine weeks by Miss Hattie S. 
Davis, both experienced teachers, possessing qualifications sec- 
ond to none. ‘The scholars made good progress in their stud- 


ies, and under the instruction given we believe good results will 
be returned ‘‘after many days.” Number of scholars, 7;: 
wages, $12; $14. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Two sessions of school were had with Mrs. Mary Mason 
Brocklebanks as teacher. Each term was a model of excellence. 
The scholars were quite young but the examination showed that. 
correct instruction had been the unremitting work of the teach-. 
er. Number of scholars, 7; wages, $16. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer term of nine weeks was taught by Miss Mary E. 
Scales, a teacher of experience and ability. Good interest was 
manifested. On account of sickness of the teacher school 
closed a week earlier than expected, so there were no closing 
exercises, but we have reason to believe a good work was done. 
Number of scholars, 13; wages, $10. The winter term of 
eight weeks was under the charge of Miss Emma A. Eaton, 
another experienced and faithful teacher who has several times 
before taught the same school with acknowledged success. The 
scholars showed good advancement in their studies this time 
also, detracting nothing from her former reputation as a teach- 
er. Number of scholars, 12; wages, $14. 


DISTRICT NO. 138. 


The summer term of eight weeks was conducted by Miss 
Maud B. Rowell. It was her first attempt at teaching, but. 
seems instinctively to possess those requisites necessary to a 
successful teacher. The school was conducted with signal 
ability, and the teacher at the final examination acquitted her- 
self in a manner to presage for her a very successful course in 
the disciplinary work of intellectual development. We noticed 
some very fine scholars here. Number of scholars, 8; wages, 
$10. Winter. term of twelve weeks was under the charge of 
Robert W. Mason, of Hanover. A young man of good quali- 
fications, and succeeded in giving the district a profitable term 
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of school. The closing examination showed a very good work 
done by the pupils. The ‘‘yes” and ‘‘no,” which was often used 
in the school-room, detracted much from the otherwise good 
deportment of the school. Number of scholars, 12; wages, $26. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


A fall term of 12 weeks was taught by Miss Maud B. 
Rowell, who by her energy and purpose of character main- 
tained her former reputation as a teacher. This school is an 
example of many where circumstances are such that but little 
interest is manifested for the education of the children. One 
term per year is just sufficient to keep up an organization. 
What better could be done where the inhabitants are so sparsely 
settled and the money appropriated them so insufficient is a 
question not so easily solved. All must admit the unequal ad- 
vantages of our children. Number of scholars, 8; wages, $13. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Had two terms of school, one of 4, the other 11 weeks. 
The first term was taught by Miss Addie J. Hersey, an experi- 
enced teacher. The second by Miss Alma E. Morse. Both 
did all that was required of them. Patience and faithfulness 
were certainly manifested, as the whole number of scholars 
counted registered only 3, and young at that (unless we include 
our venerable John P. Chellis, Esq., whom I noticed among 
them at one of my visits). I was glad to see him present and 
I can join with him in his praise of the exercises at the time. 
Wages, $16, $14, respectively. ) 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


One term of 12 weeks taught by Miss Marion Leavitt, her 
first effort. The school was small, only 4 scholars in the dis- 
trict. Two or three more came from other districts, making it 
pleasanter for all concerned. A fair advancement was made, 
while a good deal of interest was manifested by both teacher 
and scholars to merit praise. No register returned. 
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At the commencement of the school year I promised the 
scholars that those who attended any term of school without an 
absent mark (save actual sickness) should have their names 
placed on a roll of honor in the report. Accordingly the fol- 
lowing have nobly responded.
